Txt PrEAcuers' FunD, is found to be 
greatly inadequate to ſupply the neceſſities of 
the Preachers and Widows who are now de- 
pendent on it - the 0B3JECT of this Inſtitution, 
is, to provide an additional ſupply for the 
Supernumerary and Superannuated Preachers 
and their Widows, according to the Proviſions 
hereafter mentioned.
